SAIGON (UPI) — South Viet­ 
namese marines today launched 
a counter - attack against a 
withdrawing Communist force 
which used human wave tactics 
to smash two government bat­ 
talions around the coastal city 
of Quang Ngai. 


A Viet Cong terror squad pen­

Blast Kills 


77 Miners 


FUKUOKA, Japan (UPI) — 
A gas explosion tore through a 
small coal mine on this south­ 
ern island of Kyushu today. 
Mine officials reported 77 min­ 
ers known dead and 160 feared 
trapped inside the shaft. 
The 
blast 
occurred 
at 
a 
mountain-side shaft owned by 
the Yamano Mining Corp. near 
the town of Inatsuki, 25 miles 
east of Fukuoka and 600 miles 
southeast of Tokyo. 
Mine officials said nearly 500 
miners were in the pit when 
the explosion hit the mine at 
noon. About 270 managed to 
escape, 29 of them with in­ 
juries. 


It was the second major mine 
disaster within a week. Last 
Friday between 250 and 375 
miners 
were killed in India 
when an explosion rocked the 
big Dhori coal mine northeast 
of Calcutta. The blast was so 
powerful persons living nearby 
thought it was an earthquake.

anese mine occurred nearly a 
mile from the pithead.
